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During the wcx, bo vas tho noat fcmoue in the southorn eo'oaa f^oo Mclay 
through Ouadalcancl to Burma. It iraa not front line oomaonders but Staff 
Officer Tsuji who octually guided the operations of the Japanese army.

Kotwithsteriding this, it is olanaing that he is now a favorite of 
journalism, writing semi--documentary war records one after another such as 
'•12,000 Kilomoters Ihaderground" and «tho Malay War", after ho suddenly die- 
appeared from the Japanese Army Headquarters ot Bangkok on the very dey 
of the termination of the war and dnu9atieally ro*appoarod in Japan with 
the close of the investigation of Japanese war suspects by the former Allied ’ 
Forces. He is a most surprising character though this is the age of "reverse 
course" . 

At present, however, he soys that new Japan who renounced war should stay 
out of a thlad world war. Prom this standpoint, ho delivered a speech 
forecasting a Itusso-Anerican war ot tho Induslay Club the other day, and in 
the speech he made a conclusion unfavorable to the H.S. Inter the speech 
was exploited by leftwieg elements for anti-US propaganda, vbut it is apparent 
that be is not a leftist. • j
